«lon, and is very anxious to be released. He 
suspects every one who visits him of being a 
detective agent of the ilritish government, 
and refuses to talk. The confession Is given 
In the Post-Eipress to-day. It U explicit, 
and bean strong evidence of being truthful. 
The right name of the man Is Hugh O'Don- 
nell, aud he signed that name to the confes- 
sion. The following Is the confession made 
by O'OomHMl: 


"1 landed in Sew Tork on May 22d, 1882, 


from tbeCaliforuia,of the Anchor Hue, and 
stopped for a short time at "17 East Sixteenth 
Itreet. I came here from Glasgow," Scotland, 
and registered on board tho ship as Patrick 
McDonald. Peter Tumey and Tunis Mc- 
Donald were two of the three parties who 
helped me lu tho murder of Burke and Cav- 
endlsb at Dublin, In tbe Plircnix pa*k near 
the Mansion house. \Ve~wcre 1n~a rabcen 
WdTlhere were four.of us. 1 do not *lniow 
who the fourth man was. There were twelve 
men stationed In the ,park to «ssistH5 m c^se 
«e Dcoded help. Weweredrawu by lotfiom 
a Fenian organization, In Dublin, lu the rwr 
of Patrick street.' The deed was done with 
daggers and done, very quickly. Cavendish 
was struck first. Burke turned and said, 
"Ob, you villain." Burke wore white gloves 
and Cavendish wore no gloves. We all got 
back Into the cab aud drove back to the

'I saw the two men-I have before men- 


tioned by name as being with me in the mur- 
der In New York. We followed Mr. Burke 
ind Mr. Cavendish donu from the office to 
near the Mansion house. Cavendish was 
ahead, and Burke overtook him. Tbe lieu- 
tenant at the gate sajd, as we_pa.s~.ed out, 
'You used those men pretty rongo.' 


"My age Is twenty-eight years. On A prim, 


187p, I shipped from Liverpool, by toe steam- 
er England, of tbe National line, for Sew 
York city. 1 Was working in Chlcngo, III, 
and In Philadelphia, Pa., till the fall of 1876, 
when 1 shipped to Liverpool, by the cteamer 
Etupt, of the National line, from New York 
city. From Liverpool 1 wont to Derry, In the 
north of Ireland. I remained there about 
two and a half years. From there I went to 
Templemore, Tlpperary county, where I 
stayed until the time of the assassination. 1 
had worked on a new chapel building, being 
employed by" the, ptlcst. Neabit was the nrch-> 
licet, aud ther,e was no contractor. I was In 
Dublin about three days before we were 
drawn by lot 


"I, Hugh O'Domttll, hereby make the above 


statement to B. Fuller, esq., justice of the 
peace, this 17th day of November, 1883.
